OtUwa. Oct. It.—The Influensa 
danger and the poeslblllty of the re¬ 
turn of an epidemic throuEhout the 
country, and a review of the question 
of coneer\’atlon of child life, were 
two of the principal Items dealt with 
at the meeting of the Dominion 
Council of Health, which has Just 
completed Its first session here. 

Representstlres of every province 
In the Dominion were in attendance. 
Many facts In connection with Influ¬ 
ensa were brought out, mild forms of 
the disease, It was found, being Just 
as serious. If not more so. as tbs 
more violent forms. Ths milder 
forms are harder to combaL owing 
to the fact that the carrier of the 
germs' comes In contact with a rreater 
number of people. In cans of a re* 
turn of the epiti'‘*nlc. the Council re- 
oomm e nded pt* lines of action to 
be adopted by boards of health and 
the public in general throughout 
CanadiL Means for rapid expansion 
of hospital facilities and the registra¬ 
tion of all nurses, paid and volun- 
tsuT, were among the public meas¬ 
ures recommended. 

The Council. In reviewing the ques¬ 
tion of the oonsen*atlon of child life, 
agreed that the subject was one with 
such broad and ter-reaching propor¬ 
tions that the Department of Health 
should be requested to Institute an 
Investigation Into child welfare. It 
was decided that each member of the 
Council should gather all data avail¬ 
able and a thorough discussion of ths 
subject be held at the next meetlnE*

; J. W. Margeson, a member of the 
' Board of Pension Commissioners. 
Ills plan was presented as coming 
I from himself and not from the Ot- 
' tawa branch of the Great War Vet¬ 
erans’ Association or from any mem¬ 
ber. 

Colonel Maiveson’s plan Is to give 
every man who served in a theatre 
of war as a combatant seventy cents 
a day from enlistment to discharge. 
Men who served in the United King¬ 
dom or Siberia would draw forty 
cents a d£y and men who served In 
Canada, twenty cents a day. There 
woul^ be a limit of $ 1,600 on the 
amount any men could receive, this 
to inchids gratuities. In that way 
officers who bad drawn big gratui¬ 
ties would not receive any large 
amount in re-establishment grants.

married man, he would be consider¬ 
ed to have been paid only the rate 
of a single man. He would limit the 
amount of cash to $600 and place the 
rest of a man's re-establlshment 
grant to a man's credit with the 
Government so that he could draw 
on It for any of the Government rs- 
establisbroent plans. 

Widows. 

Under Colonel Margeson’s scheme 
widows of deceased soldiers would 
be paid a stated sum, al\ alike, re¬ 
gardless of their former husband’s 
services, this sum to be paid as ad¬ 
ditional to‘their pensions. 

Colonel Margeson said his plan 
bad been placed before the Ottawa 
branch of the Great War Veterans'

Mr. Meighen explained that Sir Al¬ 
fred Smithers’s asquiescsnce was 
reoommendatory in character, while 
the Government had to secure the, 
approval of Parliament He invited 
the fullest discussion, which prob¬ 
ably means that the House will re¬ 
main In session for another fort¬ 
night 

The agreement provides that the 
Government la to acquire the flrtt 
second and third preference stocks, 
and the ordinary, or common stock 
of the system, amounting to a total 
face value of £t7.07t.4ll. Their act¬ 
ual value will be determined by the 
board of arbitrators. To pgy the 
award, whatever it may be, there 
will b^ issued a ’’non-voting stock.”

J. A. Ooodall, of Nanaimo, com* 
plained that he could not get a license 
to fish and that Japanese fishermen 
had violated the regulations. He 
said that he had notified the captain 
of the patrol steamer Alcedo. but hej 
had heard nothing of prosecutions 
against the Japanese for such viola¬ 
tions. Witness also claimed that 
great quantities of herring had been 
thrown into the sea because of care¬ 
less and extravagant handling of the 
flsb by the Japanese. 

CapL Tatec. of the Alcedo. and 
Fisheries Inspector Taylor informq^ 
the Commission that the regulations 
had been carried out In every partic¬ 
ular case brought to their attention.

To Help the Whole Family. 

Ae far aa treatment Is concerned, 
we have not only to extend and in- 
creaee the existing agencies; we 
most, within the next few months. 
If possible, dsvtae a system which will 
bring within lu scope the entire fam¬ 
ily of the Industrial worker. At pres¬ 
ent the wage-earner alone receives 
treatment. A man's wife and chil¬ 
dren may become Infected through 
him.

In tha following article Sir Kings- I 
ley Wood dlecueeee the recommen-j 
datlone of the British Committee' 
which has been considering the | 
treatment of ex-soldlers who are| 
suffering from tuberculoeU, and 
points out that these may form a 
baala of treatment of the civlfian 
population. 

Treatment In Village aettlementa, 
be points oat. appears to be the i|»- 
lutlon of one of the gravest of 
modem problems. 

The recommendatJooa regarding 
the treatment and settlement of the 
35,000 soldiers end sailors suffering 
from pulmonary tuberculosis ars 
mors t^o aa acluiowledgmsnt of tbs, 
debt we owe these men. They Indi¬ 
cate how. In the near future, we, 
must grapple with this scourgs in 
the Interests of every cltlasn, soldier 
or civilian, whether he or she Is al¬ 
ready In Its grip or la merely a po¬ 
tential victim. 

It la said that.we are all- potential 
victims. ]n each of us. It seems, 
that drsadfcl bacillus awaits its op¬ 
portunity to invade tbe system. 
Whether that theory be correct or 
no. It certainly Is aa atraoge as It la 
tragic to note how thousands of 
men. passed Into the Army In per¬ 
fect health, have passed out of It in¬ 
to a sabalocjum. 

Possibly many of these would 
have broken down whether there had 
been a war or no; for although, re¬ 
garded relatively, the known total of 
tuberculous ex-BervIce men does not 
becomk less terrible, nevertheless 
85,000 cases la not a really alarming 
proportion of the milllona who 
marched off to the war. 

Our Instant duty Is not only to ar-' 
rest the growth of the disease In 
each of these 85,000 cases. We must 
at the same time do all that can be 
done to persuade men In tbe early 
stages of the disease to seek out Im¬ 
mediate treatment 

The hold which tuberculoeis has 
upon our country is largely the re¬ 
sult of people refusing to admit that 
It axlsu. Thai popular attitude Is 
very foolish, yet it la quite under¬ 
standable. A worker with early 
signs of the disease fears to face the 
truth perhaps because his employer 
may dismiss him. or because hie 
fellow-workers will shun him; or It! 
may be that he is filled with a nat¬ 
ural dread about facing an un- i 
-pleasant fact. 

Objsotiene to Sanatoria. I 

So variable a quality la human 
courage that many a man who has 
won medals for gmJlantry in the field 
dare not confront In himself the ex¬ 
istence of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Here, however, the main difficulty is 
the revolt of the ex-Servlce man 
against discipline. Somet^nes he will 
refuse sanatorium treatment because, 
aa one man put It. he liqagines that 
he is In some Indefinable way "sign¬ 
ing on** again. Sometimes after a 
few weeks' treatment ha will quit the 
sanatorium because he can no longer 
tolerate its regulated life. 

It will be plain, however, that only 
through disciplined living can any, 
tuberculous man win his way to com¬ 
parative health. The experience of a 
certain corporal will llluetrate the 
whole difficulties of the altuation aa 
It la to-day.

While a great many of theee China¬ 
men are common coolie laborers, a large 
number are of a much higher type. 
Hundreds of students from Chinese 
universities took the opiwrtunity of¬ 
fered to see the world and enlisted in 
the Labor Corps. Msny of the men are 
young businessmen and the sons of 
wealthy citisens who wanted to know 
more of the Occidental world and of 
the great war raging in ltd heart. T. 
M. C. A. secretaries working with these 
men tell of msny confessions by them 
I that they had run away from home to 
enlist in order that they might see the 
world outside of China, and while their 
work was hard and their movements 
very clrcumscrtbed they felt that It was 
alt worth while because of what they 
saw and learned. Many thousands of 
course enlisted to get (he pay offered, ' 
which to them looked very- large, and 
many of them who have not gambled 
their money away or spent it on the 
follies of the cities near which they 
were working, are going hack to China 
with sufficient funds to establish them¬ 
selves as comparatively wealthy citisens 
In their native cities.

4.—Revision oC 
the Book of Common Prgyer of the 
Episcopal Church, adoption of a new 
canon touching church unity, and 
revision of tha canonn of matrimony 
are three of the most important mat¬ 
ters to be brought to the attention of 
the delegates at the triennial conven- 
j tion of the church that will open here 
! October 8. It is anticipeted thht up¬ 
wards of 3.000 delegates and many of 
the leading churchmen of thig and 
other counirlee will attend tha. con¬ 
vention, which will last two weeks 
or longer. 

The proposed revision of the canon 
on matrimony would make It impoe- 
sible for an Episcopal clergymgn to | 
re-marry divorced persons, even the 
Innocent party to a divorce. It. has 
been anticipated that this question 
will provoke much debate. The pro¬ 
posed new canon on church unity, it 
Is stated, would make It pokslble for 
a minister of another communion to 
be ordained In the Episcopal church 
without first giving up his original 


That In some way a means will be 
found to Incorporate the Canadian 
chaplain services In whatever scheme 
of reorganisation of the permanent 
force of the Dominion is decided upon, 
is the opinion of Lieut.-Col. Rev. W.

He developed a wonderfully in¬ 
teresting invention for stopping pain 
by passing an Intermittent, (tldh ten¬ 
sion electrical current through the 
nerves. Mr. Rawson was appointed 
technical expert to the imftltute of 
Medics] Eiectrlcit>*r where he was as¬ 
sociated wltlt Dr. Morrel Mackensle, 
Sir John Lubbock, and other famous 
men. He made the working drawing 
for the first gas-driven motor car. 
He was a pioneer in the electrical In¬ 
dustry, and was engineer to the first 
electric lighting company formed. He 
was the first to use electricity In 
many of its purposes, such as light¬ 
ing battle fields at night. He ppt 
down the first electric railway in 
England—at the Newcastle Exhibi¬ 
tion—and built the first armour train 
—at the Royal Agricultural Hall. 

Motor But Pioneer. 

Mr. Rawson was the technical ex¬ 
pert on the first telephone committee 
appointed In England. He was con¬ 
sulting engineer for the first air¬ 
ship built for the Biitlah War Office, 
and steered It on its first tnUl. He 
alec helped to build the first hydro¬ 
plane ever evperimented with, which

At that time Canadians 
r-ere receiving attention in over 1,000 
hospitals lit the United Kingdom. The 
country wag organised, under his 
supervision, in aoeas. so that wher¬ 
ever there was any considerable num¬ 
ber of Canadians thdy had the ser¬ 
vices of a Canadian chaplain. 

"Our organisation in England was 
p most striking esample of modern' 
*Church union,'" said Col. Beattie. 
"No man asked the padre what his 
particular denomination happened to 
be and cerU^nly no chaplain was 
particular as to the exact creed of the! 
•oldier who needed his services. The 
men were just ’soldiers* and tha 
padres just Tntnlsters of the gospel.*" 

Following the organisation of the 
•er>'ice in England. Col Beattie re¬ 
turned to France an organized the 
chaplain services on the lines of com¬ 
munication. In this work he was 
squally successful, being finally re¬ 
turned to Canada as director of chap¬ 
lain services for the Dominion in 
July. 1918. 

In order thH( the innumerable 
stories of splendlcf' devotion to duty 
and heroism In the field may not 
be lost to history. Col. Beattie with 
Major C. W. Clordon ('Ralph Connor’) 
expscu shortly 'to get to work on a 
popular history of the chaplain ser¬ 
vices overseas.

“Now, the law of mechanics from 
whith the basis of all locomotion U 
figured teaches that it is a diffIctaU 
thing to keep a highspeed motor 
running on a solid foundation, a stil^ 
more difficult thing to keep it run¬ 
ning right on a foundation moving In 
one direction on a level path, and a 
vastly more difficult proposition to 
keep a motor running on little or no 
foundation at all, and continually 
moving not only forward, but side¬ 
ways and up and down. 

“It la rsally a marvel that the motor 
oar power plants have stood this 
hammering day after day as welt as 
they have, when we consider that 
the engine must resist this wrench¬ 
ing. the healings must absorb these 
shocks wltbput cramping and the 
bolts and nuta must endure these 
strains'*

"One of these days anti-glare legis¬ 
lation is going to descend upon us 
like a bolt from the blue, or, to ex¬ 
press it harmoniously, like op un- 
dlmmed headlight cmning oitsind s 
curve St you on a pitch block bight,** 
said Mr. Hoirts to-day. 

"Three points stand out: flroL that 
It is going to be one msn-slsed job to 
decide on a standard of glare which 
will eliminate the dassle. but will 
allow the motorist sufficient light to 
drive by; second, that so long os the I 
motorist himself shows an honest ef¬ 
fort to solve the problem It will not 
be necessary for the Government to 
take drastic action: third, that a 
measure which ia capable of being 
given a most droaile interpretation 
stands ready Hh be put into force on a 
moment's notice at soy time when 
motorisU. show an InclInatlcAi t^ bs- 
oome careless about glare.

British Columbia Municipatitlee at 
North Vancouver, occupied consld • 
erable attention in private discussion 
among the delegates there assembled. 

While as far as could be ascer¬ 
tained few municipalities have yet 
reached the stage of exhausting the 
limited approprishion with actual 
loans allocated, as has been the case 
with Saanich, there exists on the 
part of a number of municipalities a 
determination to use up the appro¬ 
priation as quickly as possible with 
the Immediate needs of soldiers who 
desire homes to be built. 

Variety of Policy. 

One point comes out clearly in 
the dieoueeion. and that Is ths great 
diversity of policy adopts to the 
applications for loans. Scarcely any 
two mifhiclpallties are following Iden¬ 
tical policies as regards the details of 
the rules under which the approiiri- 


ution Is divided. The majority, how¬ 
ever. are determined that the money 
will either be put into actuaJ con¬ 
struction. or into securing sites, 
rather than by way of loans to clear 
up llablliUes on existing bulldingsi 
which the soldiers may own. and 
which were partly paid for when war 
took them away. Reprosentutloos ^re' 
t>eing made in some districts to the 
municipal authorities to turn over 
lots which have passed into public 
ownership at tax sale, for the erec¬ 
tion of homes. This Is the policy 
proposed at New Westminster, for in¬ 
stance, where everything is now in 
shape to start with construction. 

^ Problem of Allocation. 

The representative of an up-bland 
Municipality told hia fellow dele¬ 
gates that on the population basis his 
district would have secured 13,500! 
He was arguing that distribution on 
a population basis should not have 
been the policy approved, but rather 


one of requirements In proportion to 
enlistments. He admitted that any 
attempt on this basis must have led 
to resentment, although the principle 
underlying this remark met with a 
great d^l of eympathy from the dele- 
galea. 

Kecognlslita tbat it is to the initi¬ 
ation of Ae Union at the P^Uclon 
conference that the Dominion Hous¬ 
ing scheme owes its origin, the dele¬ 
gates on the whole are sympathetic, 
but generally speaking held the view 
that the distribution is hedged 
around with restrictions and diffi¬ 
culties which will only bs overcome 
by careful administrative effort, 
hacked up by (he strong popular sen- 
Ument which demands that the ex- 
soldiers should be properly housed. 
This sentiment appeare to bring 
greater influence to bear than even 
the pressure o( ex-service organi¬ 
sations on those municipalitlee where 
the housing problem is acuta.

Refute to Handle Reflet. 

The controversy over the rifle ship¬ 
ment dates back to September 17. 
9h»en five carloads of rifles destined 
for shipment on the Delight to Vladi¬ 
vostok were switched on Pier 6. After 
the arms were unloaded, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the International long¬ 
shoremen's Association and repre¬ 
sentatives of the Central Labor Coun¬ 
cil notified the Arlington Dock Com¬ 
pany. operators of Pier 5, that union 
labor would not handle this ship¬ 
ment. Then the situation was placed 
before the division of operations. 
United SUtes Shipping Board, 
through its local and Washington. D. 
r. offices. The. Shipping Board In 
turn notified the International Steve¬ 
doring Company to load the rifles. | 

Last Wednesray Capt. J. S. Gibson, 
president of the International Steve¬ 
doring Company, demanded that long¬ 
shoremen reiiort for work to load the 
rifles on Thursday morning. In an¬ 
swer, the union men reported for 
work l''riday morning, but when ready 
to commence loading declined to 
handle the shipment, claiming that 
this action on their part was support¬ 
ed by the Central Labor Council and 
was ” a national issue.” 

The Shipping Board and the Ar¬ 
lington Dock Company then ordered 
and authorised the International 
Stevedoring Company to perform 
both the trucking and the loading, 
and Capt. Gibson immediately asked 
the International Longshoremen's As- 
•oclation to have longshoremen re¬ 
port for work at 8 o'clock Friday | 
morning. However, none of the 
men showed up and all efforts to 
obtain an explanation from the 
unions failed. 

Munitione Will Be Leaded. 

The case was then placed before the 
executive committee of the Water¬ 
front Bmpioyers’ Union. The ultima¬ 
tum was prepared, quoting the pre¬ 
amble of the contract between the 
workers and employers as follows; 
'it la agreed that the Northwest 
Waterfront Employers’ Union will 
employ members of the Pacific Coast 
District of International Longshore¬ 
men's Association when available.” 

Briefly, the ultimatum states that 
unless longshoremen load the rifles 
on the Delight to-day. this will be 
construed by the employers to mean 
that **no union longshoremen are 
available.” In Uiis event proper 
steps will be taken to begin loading.

IN GERMANY TO-DAY 


By Ooorgs Ramrlck la The Xxmdon 
Dally Chroniola.

In bis third aad final artlcta on 
Germany of to-day Mr. George 
Renwlck, The Daily Chrobiole's Ber¬ 
lin Correspondent, discusses the pol¬ 
itical *parUes of the present moment, 
and attempts a prophecy of their 
future work and grouping. 

In the previous article I endeav¬ 
ored to show that the German re¬ 
volution must be regarded as com¬ 
paratively modeqate in lU nature; 
but I do not mean to say that the 
general situation is not an exceed¬ 
ingly serious one. Germany for a 
long time will st^d In peril between 
Scylla and Charybdls. 

The first, and. greatest danger Is 
that of expenditure; her tremendous

The old regime adopted the false 
policy of ftnanclifg the war • by 
means of loans; little of the vast ex¬ 
penditure was pald^^t of t«aUon 
durlag the course of tb# struggle.

hind them. But the SoetellsU wUl 
have to adopt some such scheme, 
and the business world cannot hope 
to work uncontrolled while Germany 
Is in such a parlous condition.

Frankly 
Conservative, fairly reactionary, be¬ 
lieving in reform only by teaspoon- 
fuia. It is willing to act with other 
parties for what it can obtain to Its 
own advantage. Driven by Interests 
in common and by self-interest, these 
parties, therefore, will in the future 
work closely together, if they do not 
actually coalesce. 

Thus two greet opposing party 
forces will most likely come into ex¬ 
istence; the "wild" men will, of 
course, yelp and annoy from the ex¬ 
tremes of Left and Right. But the 
two prominent groups, like boxers 
to be pitted against each other, will; 
prepare and train for a great trial of 
strength. 

And the other great group-to-be? 
It cannot, if. It la to live, exist on In¬ 
action and claim support for doing 
nothing. Monselur Llchtenberger. in 
his admirable pre-war vdlpme, says 
in an interesting page of jfrtmheoy: 

' Free enterprise and unrestricted 
competition are being gradually 
supplanted by a system of organ¬ 
ised enterprise and regulated and 
restricted competition which will 
give more permanence and stabil¬ 
ity to the social hierarchy, organ¬ 
ize a new aristocracy of la\>or and 
commerce, and also secure for the 
masses a less precarious and more 
humane manner of life. 

The student of German affairs 
knows that Germany had gone a 
considerable distance in that direc¬ 
tion before the war. During the past 
five months that policy has been 
given definite shape in a scheme 
drawn up by Herr Wissell. 

He was one of the most brilliant 
of the Ministers whom the new Ofr- 
many has yet had. In drawing up 
bis plan, he had the asslstanco of 
Dr. Walter Ratbenau. that many- 
aided, if erratic, genius who presides 
over the vast concern known as the 
General Electricity Company, 
ftbhems of Stats Socialism. 

The schema is known as "Wlssel- 
lism;*' It is intended to secure the 
abandonment of capitalism and ths 
substitution for It of a system In 
which employer and worker will 
have equal controlling shares; it is 
a vast plan of economic and social 
reconstruction, and may be briefly 
termed State Socialism. 

The scheme was rejected by tbe 
present Government, and Herr Wls- 
seM resigned. The moderate parties 
frowned on It at the bidding of tbe 
oontiPl-batlng business interests bo- 


altuatlon Munewhat distorted. Ger¬ 
many is beaten—and she knows it. 
Ths evil Prussian spirit which, dur¬ 
ing nearly fifty years, had leavened 
Germany to her hurt, which has 
wrought such Incalculable damage 
to the whole world, which has roused 
hatred and Justifiable anger not 
easily overcome—that aplric baa 
gone. 

All investigators, I think, agree 
with me there. Patriotism of the 
Imperial German type was not an 
historic aad noble tradition such as 
our own patriotism is. It waa a 
manufactured. gaudy, spuiioua 
article distributed during tbe past 
half-centiiry by quack purveyors; 
and a "nouveau liche" sentiment of 
that kind could not stand, and has 
not stood tbe test of utter and merit¬ 
ed defeaL 

Other investigators are at one, 
too, and 1 ^leve lightly, that a 
“war of ■ revenge"—prepaid before 
a watching world!—Is impossible. 
Germany, all agree, is worn and half 
starving, and she can only carry her 
burdens, which I am sure she would 
rather do than go down in complete 
wreck and ruin. If the reduced 
strength of her workers is restored 
by supplies of food, and her trade 
I and industries set going again by 
I financial credits and raw material. 

I It will be a long process, and at 
I the present Germany's fate does 
' really hang In the balance. She has, 
as was in the course of things, suf¬ 
fered more, mentally, physically and 
economically, since the armistice 
than during any period of the war. 
Outside help will not do everything 
or nearly everything. Her own 
leaders must bestir themselves; her 
Intellectuals, who have so often fail¬ 
ed the country at fateful junctures, 
must waken up. for it Is to her 
liberal minds that Germany must 
look. 

Ths Trading Future. 

In all the darkness there are some 
good auguries. Germany now has a 
democratic constitution, and it will 
lull many political passions—the 
German la not a determined political 
warrior. Then there Is the compara¬ 
tive calm of the past few months. 
The Blast has ceased to be a danger: 
the granting of a plebiscite to Upper 
Silesia took away the main griev¬ 
ance of that part of the country and 
made war In the Blast, always a 
gamble of desperadoea, an Impossible 
thing. And the rights to be given 
to the Workers' Councils—opinions 
in other countries will naturally be 
divided regarding this move, but I 
should think the majority of workers 
and employers In OermuDy wish to 
make the experiment—may be a 
remedy for much industrial unresL 

Though there is much despair In 
Germany, yet, despite all the weak¬ 
ness to which X have referred, not¬ 
withstanding that there is so much 
which will be difficult for a world 
to forget and forgive, the la setting 
about making her industrial and 
trade plans. Though she has howled 
much about the indemnity, her fin¬ 
ancial experts and commercial 
authoiitlea believe that It is the 
least objectionable feature of the 
Peace Treaty, as it must carry with 
It a permit to trade. 

But the most ImpocteAt thing for,

It was one of the moments 
which are as great as ages, and 
Botha was Its kindred man.
